County's First Baby 
M ay Be Boy Born in 
Hospital in Columbus 


Fewer Highway Deaths than on Christmas Holiday Week End 
New Year Traffic Toll Sets Record 


Little Paul Eugene Jones, an 8 
pound 4 ounce boy, today was the 
first in line for the honor of being 
Mr. Fayette County of 1956. 
But, because he did not come in­ 
to the world until m ore than 26 
hours after the dawn of the new 
year, it is still possible that an­ 
other — either a boy or a girl — 
might nudge him out as the first 
baby bom in 1956 to parents who 
live in Fayette County. 
Liltlr Paul Eugene was born in 
University Hospital in Columbus 
al 2:29 o'clock Monday morning; 
that was 24 hours and 29 minutes 
after the New Year cam e in. 
Under the rules for selecting the 
representative of all the babies to 
be bom this year to Fayette Coun­ 
ty parents, the decision will not 
be made until Jan. 8 — after tne 
new year is a week old, 
And, the first baby bom in 1956 
will be welcomed by IS W ashing­ 
ton C. H. m erchants with b e s t 
wishes and gift* for both the baby 
and the parents.

nation's 
traffic 
deaths 
mounted to a record high for a 
three-day New W a r’s holiday over 
the long weekend. 
It was the second consecutive 
holiday weekend the traffic toll 
hit a new record. The toll over 
the New Year 
weekend, 
how­ 
ever, was far below the record- 
breaking 609 for the Christm as 
holiday a week ago. It also was 
under the predicted 420. 
The final tabulation of the New 
Year weekend, including delayed 
reports, today showed 361 traffic 
deaths, l f in fires and 75 in the 
miscellaneous class for an over­ 


all total of 508. 
The previous high 
for 
traffic 
death? in a three-day New Year 
period was 317 in 1953-54. The high- 
, est previous over all m ark was 433 
in the sam e year. 
Traffic accidents killed 19 per­ 
sons in Ohio alone over the week­ 
end, a sharp contrast to the death 
toll of 40 
during 
the 
three-day 
I Christm as weekend. 
Ohio D irector of Highway Safety 
|U.’ C. Felty, noting that the New 
Year s holiday total is close to the 
average for any three-day period 
during a year, declared: 
"I begin to believe it is pos­ 
sible our public has sensed the 


seriousness of the problem .” 
He said he hopes the relatively 
low New Y ear’s weekend death toll 
indicates 
increased 
safety 
con­ 
sciousness on the 
part 
of 
Ohio 
motorists. 
In addition to the traffic fatali­ 
ties, Ohio listed five other persons 
dead in fires, one drowned, two 
killed in an airplane 
crash 
and 
one hunting fatality. 
The National Safety Council had 
estim ated last week that 420 per­ 
sons would be killed in m otor m is­ 
haps during the New Y ear week­ 
end. But with the death rate run­ 
ning below the estim ate, the coun­ 
cil said a projection indicated the 


toll would be around 360. 
Ned H. Dearborn, council presi­ 
dent. said that although the traf­ 
fic toll was below the council’s pre­ 
holiday estim ate, “ it was far from 
low enough.” 
“ It certainly 
is 
discouraging 
that here is another record brok­ 
en in the wrong direction,” he 
said. 
The traffic toll of 609 during the 
C hristm as holiday, a 
record 
for 
any holiday period, prompted law- 
enforcement officials to take steps 
to curb the highway toll during the 
New Y ear weekend. 
“ It seems that all this effort by- 
news media and law enforcem ent 


people has at least saved a sizable 
num ber of lives.” Dearborn said. 
The traffic toll since the end of 
World War II has been sm aller 
during the New Y ear’s period than 
at Christm as. 
In a survey over a nonholiday 
period of 78 hours, the Associated 
P ress counted 364 traffic deaths. 
The survey was m ade for com par­ 
ative purpose* and covered a 78- 
hour period the weekend of Dec. 
9-12. 
The Christm as traffic deaths av­ 
eraged nearly 8 per hour. In the 
New Y ear period the average was 
around 4*Y per hour.

A few weeks ago, I m ade a few 
rem arks in this spot about C ali­ 
fornia's giant sequoia trees, called 
the world's oldest 
living 
things. 
Rime of them are more than 4,000 
j e fts old, according to some pa- 
t et. soul who c o u n t e d all the 
g 
wth rings on a felled sequoia. 
Anyway, my rem arks caught the 
eye of Samuel Day of Goon Hope, 
who brought in a sheaf of statis­ 
t i c on two of the largest of these 
giant redwoods. 
Day got the information on the 
trees, along with a snapshot of one, 
on a recent trip out to California. 
While there, he went through Kings 
canyon National Park near three 
rivers, Cal. It s there that the two 
biggest specimens are. 
One of these behemoths is called 
the General Sherm an; the other, 
the General Grant. They are not to 
be confused with the Army tanks of 
the same nam es, by the way—eith­ 
e r of these trees would dwarf a 
hundred tanks. 
The General Sherman is over 27* 
feet high and nearly 102 feet around 
hi the base. Us weight is estim at­ 
ed at 625 tons. 
The General Grant is a bit short­ 
e r - ju s t under 265 feet h ig b -b u t it 
is even bigger around. It m easures 
107 feet, 7 indies in circum fer­ 
ence and is over 40 feet through 
That means if you cut down 
either one of these trees, the down­ 
ed trunk would stand taller than 
a two-story house! 
Anybody got an axe.’

“ Forget about

old Lois Miller of Huntington, W. 
Va., m other of his year-old daugh­ 
ter and expecting another child. 
“ I can’t,” sobbed his wife. “ I’ve 
got to do something if only to pro­ 
tect the nam es 
of 
our 
babies. 
Now you know why I’m here. When 
they grow up people are going to 
talk about them .” 
M rs. Miller suggested that her 
husband, whose naval career in­ 
cluded several weeks in a psychi­ 
atric ward, pleaded insanity. 
Miller, 24, was not im m ediately 
charged. 
The yeoman told police he picked 
up Miss Carol M artin, 21. in a bar 
l i r e New Y ear’s Eve 
and 
later 
beat her when she refused to sub­ 
m it to his advances. 
Her 
body, 
stripped of clothing, 
w as 
found 
Sunday on the ground of an East 
Side ball park. 
The body was unidentified un­ 
til yesterday when Miss M artin’s 
sister read her description in a 
newspaper. Miller, after an even 
ing of drinking and dancing with 
the victim, didn t know her nam e.

WASHINGTON IJK—The harem s 
of ga*els by Vice President Nixon 
and Speaker of the House Rayum 
today m arked the form al conven­ 
ing of the Senate and the House 
for the second session of the 84th 
C ongree. 
Routine form alities and 
back­ 
slapping good fellow ship were the 
only things on the calendar today. 
Rut m em bers assembled well 
aw are that the election year ses­ 
sion would see them battle over 
taxes, a farm program , foreign 
aid, school and highway build­ 
ing, among other issues. 
Once again, the session will put 
to a test the question of how well 
a Republican adm inistration and a 
Dem ocratic • controlled C ongree 
can work together. 
The D em ocrats outnum ber the 
Republicans 49-47 in 
the 
Senate 
and 230-203 in 
the 
House. 
Two 
House seats are vacant. They were 
held by D em ocrats. 
In the present session both par­ 
ties will be trying to unite a rec­ 
ord that will win votes in Novem­ 
ber. All House m em bers and one 
third of the senators will be up for 
election. Control 
of 
the 
White 
House is also at stake.

PRESIDENT 
Eisenhower, 
get 
ting some sun and exercise in Key 
West, Fla , will outline the adm in­ 
istration program in 
his 
annual 
State of the Union m essage Thurs­ 
day. He will send it to Congress 
to be read by clerk*. 
A *eries of m essages on specific 
subjects will follow later, as will 
the annual budget and a report on 
the nation’* economy. 
At conferences with congression­ 
al leaders in mid-December, Eis­ 
enhower urged legislation to step 
up construction of 
highways, 
to 
help overcom e a shortage of 200,- 
000 school classrooms, and to im 
prove the social security system . 
The White 
House 
announced 
also that agreem ent was reach­ 
ed to give “ top priority” to leg­ 
islation to aid farm ers, beset by 
declining prices and rising costs. 
Also discussed 
at 
the 
White 
House conferences were m easures 
to revise the 
im m igration 
laws, 
encourage development of water 
resources, give a boost to housii X 
construction and 
increase 
postil 
rates, as well as legislation m the 
field of labor, 
civil 
rights 
and 
statehood for Alaska and Hawaii. 
On taxes, a m ajor source of po­ 
litical conflict, the adm inistration 
has indicated it is going to put a 
balanced budget ahead of tax re­ 
ductions. 
More words are 
likely 
to 
be 
spilled over farm legislation than 
any other issue in the present ses­ 
sion, but what the outcome will be 
is anybody’s guess.

TOP DEMOCRATIC l e a d e r s 
have advocated a return to rigid, 
high-level price supports, as pro­ 
vided in a bill the House has pass­ 
ed. 
The adm inistration 
is 
standing 
by its flexible support program but 
intends to ask Congress to supple­ 
ment it with a “ soil bank” subsidy 
plan and other m easures to ease 
the plight of farm ers. It blam es 
the crop surpluses built up und<4 
D em ocratic support program s for 
depressing farm prices.

More Years 


OI Confusion 


PARIS J*—France today looked 
forward to more years of shaky 
coalition governm ents as the rival 
m oderate factions of P rem ier Ed­ 
gar Faure and ex-Prem ier Pierre 
Mendes France split the m ajority 
of returns from the National As­ 
sembly elections. 
The Communist* 
and 
Pierre 
P«>ujade’* rebels piled up unex- 
petted gains. The Reds actually 
were 
running 
slightly 
behind 
their 1951 popular vote, but the 
m oderate split, breaking up anti- 
Red alliances successful in 1931, 
gave 
the 
Communists 
more 
seats. 
Unofficial returns 
for 
the 
544 
seats filled in 
European 
France 
and 17 of the 50 overseas territo r­ 
ies gave those 
m ajor 
Assembly 
standings from the voting: 
F au re’s right-center 
coalition— 
about 193 seats, considerably less 
than expected. 
M endes-France’* leftist “ Repub­ 
lican front”—about 156, including 
88 for the Socialists. 
Communists—151, a gain of 52. 
Poujadists—49, a lot m ore than 
observers had conceded them be­ 
fore the voting. They had jumped 
to prom inence only last year with 
their leader’s 
cam paign 
against 
paying taxes. • • • 
THE OTHER SEATS so far de­ 
cided were scattered among m i­ 
nor factions or unaffiliated candi­ 
dates. No faction was 
anywhere 
near a m ajority of the Assembly 
m em bership. 
With just over 15 million of the 
estim ated record 25 million votes 
tabulated, the Communists had a 
total of 3.736.136. or 24 7 per cent. 
In 1951 they polled 25 67 per cent. 
The Poujadists had accum ulated 
1.737,887. 11.5 per cent, and the 
rest were divided mostly between 
the two m oderate groupings, 
F aure at once called for a re ­ 
union of his forces with those of 
M endes-France to rebuild the mod­ 
erate coalitions which have gov­ 
erned F rance since 1947. But there 
was no 
im m ediate 
echo 
from 
M endes-France. a close associate 
of Faure until they split last year. 
“ The first results of the vote.” 
M endes-France 
said, 
“ confirm 
the discredit into which the out­ 
going m ajority has fallen.” 
The Poujadist faction of small 
businessm en, making its first race 
on a “ throw the rascals out” slo­ 
gan, elected such new 
faces 
as 
two cafe proprietors, an upholster­ 
er. a butcher, a salesm an. 
Poujade, a 35-year-old bookstore 
owner, was not a candidate him ­ 
self. He stum ped the country on 
behalf of candidates who espoused 
his call for tax relief.

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Less "A W O L " Reported In Our Military Service

However little ii good many American 
boys may have liked military service, and 


especially in time of peace, it must be 
said for most that they took the service 
as they found it, made the best of condi­ 
tions as they were, or are; and carried 
through without “playing hooky.” 
In the a r m y this hooky playing is known 
as “going over the hill,” or by the call 
letters “AWOL.” That is being absent 
without leave. Now the army reports it 
has materially reduced its percentage of 
AWOL’s and outright deserters. There’s 
a distinct difference. 
The reduction of two-thirds in the num­ 
ber cf absent-without-leavers in the army, 
of about half in the Navy, and of about 75 
percent in the Air Force is credited to 
various changed methods of handling 
service men. There is better personnel 
work and help in meeting family prob­ 
lems; better educational effort to teach 
the serviceman the obligations of his 
service; and, perhaps least important but 
necessary, 
stiffer 
penalties 
for 
these 
AWOL without adequate reason. 
There will always be the men w h o 
simply can’t take military life in any of 
its phases. But largely the boys who go 
AWOL for a few days have cither som e­ 
thing serious worrying them, or maybe 


lust need a change of scenery. After all, 
it's not easy for some to adjust to the dis­ 
ciplines of military life after a youth of 
freedom from restraint or proper home 
discipline; and in times of peace and in 
base or barracks, usually no serious harm 
results when a bored youngster just “goes 
fishing” for a few days, usually to end 
hankering to be back with the other lads 
in camp. 
A more understanding treatment of the 
AWOL group and the reasons for joining 
it has long been called for; but at the 
same time, it is necessary that those in 
military service learn as soon as possible, 
and the hard way if they are too difficult, 
that here is a duty of youth in a free 
country which calls 
for 
restraint 
and 
understanding on the part of the youth 
himself as well as on the part of military 
administration. 
Sometime every man has to learn that 
he must do things that he doesn’t like to 
do, put up with conditions he wants noth­ 
ing of; that sometimes you have to “stay 
put” no matter how rough the going. If 
the military services have in truth found 
a way ta drastic reduction in the number 
of hooky players, they have indeed ac­ 
complished something, not only for the 
services, but in training the young man 
for the future problems of life.

Problem For Republican Party

Those Republicans who delib­ 
erately built 
a one-man party 
subsequent to 1952 are now lost 
in a maze of uncertainty and 
despair. 
If 
Eisenhower cannot 
run in 195(5, for w hatever rea­ 
son. these one-man party folks 
seem at this early date to be­ 
lieve that the Republicans will 
not find a candidate. They are 
too discouraged to make sense 
because obviously the Republi­ 
can party is not a one-man party 
any more than the Democratic 
party of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was a one-man party. 
On the other hand, men who 
m ight m ake fighting Republican 
candidates shy away from plac­ 
ing them selves in the position of 
opposing President Eisenhower. 
It is im politic to give the im 
pre&sion of being a com petitor of 
Eisenhow er for the nomination, 
first because if he wants to run, 
th ere can be no other Republi­ 
can candidate; secondly, should 
he decide not to run, hr might 
be able to sway the convention. 
Only Senator William 
Know- 
land is an open Republican can 
didate for the presidency. Know- 
land is the kind of man to Im* 
im politic but principled; h : dots 
not fear defeat any more mars 
victory v’ould elate 
him. 
Like 
Robert A. Taft, he is extraor ii 
narily objective. He re p re se n t 
w hat Taft liked to call liberal 
Republicans by which he m eant 
traditionalist*. While 
Knowland 
never attaint'd the heights in the 
Senate that Taft did. he has prov­ 
ed to be an extraordinary vote 
getter in California and could 
unite behind his leadership all 
the forces that do not accept the 
one-m an p arty idea. 
lf Know land, rath e r than Nix­ 
on, has the 
California 
delega­ 
tion. he will have to find strength 
in the E ast. There he will en­ 
counter the ree m erg in g anim 
lions of Thom as E 
Dewey who 
is apparently already bored by 
M*tirement to the private pi ac­ 
tu*- of law Actually, Dewey new 
* 
altogether retired. He has kent 
Jus organization as intact as 
n 
out-of office 
politician can.* He 


has been in control of federal 
patronage in New York and has 
an alliance with the Case group 
in New Jersey. 
Dewey faces two difficulties: 
While he is in control of his or­ 
ganization in New Y’ork, if any­ 
one but Eisenhower were the 
cand i d a t * 
there arc enough 
county chairm en who, if the en 
couragem e n t 
were 
realistic, 
would turn on him. To offset 
that possibility, the Dewey forces 
are advocating the unit rule in 
this state. It is too early to say 
anything about that, but the op 
position to Dewey and the unit- 
rule is identical and it is silently 
strong. It aw aits some leader­ 
ship and such leadership could 
well come from outside the state. 
Dewey is a competent, w i l y 
politician who can be sweet as 
sugar if he need tte and as ruth­ 
less as some of the men he sent 
to prison if need be. His am bi 
tions drive him. Just as Know 
land is objective, so is Dewey 
subjective. Easy to give and to 
take offense, it can be said of 
Dewey that he has no friends, 
only beneficiaries 
and support 
irs . Such men have often sue 
(ceded in attaining their goals 
and Dewey’* goal is the prest 
dency of th* United States. One 
who has always been closely as 
sedated with his career said in 
jest: “ Tom will even take the 
vice presidency to succeed a 
president.” 


I thought that rem ark a little 
too rough on Dewey, so I repeat 
cd it among a num ber of his sup 
porters and was surprised that 
none of them was shocked by it. 
It seemed to them quite logical 
and understandable. 
lf Dewey were nominated for 
the 
presidency, 
it 
would, 
of 
course, end Vice President Rich 
ard Nixon s 
chances of 
being 
nominated for president. Nixon 
might be willing, in such cir­ 
cum stance >. to rem ain where he 
is, which is pretty tough on one 
who has labored so hard to keep 
the Eisenhower show on the road 
during the President’s illness 
Thus far. there are only three 
o v e r t candidates apart f r o m 
President Eisenhower. They are 
Knowland, Nixon, Dewey.

However little a pood many American 
boys may have liked military service, and 


e s p e c ia lly in time of peace, it must be 
said for most that they took the service 
as they found it, made the best of condi­ 
tions as they were, or are; and carried 
through without “playing hooky.” 
In the a r m y this hooky playing is known 
"going over the hill,” or by the call 
as 
letters “AWOL.” That is being absent 
without leave. Now the army reports it 
has materially reduced its percentage of 
AWOL’s and outright deserters. There's 
a distinct difference. 
The reduction of two-thirds in the num ­ 
ber of absent-without-Ieavers in the arm y, 
of about half in the Navy, and of about 75 
percent in the Air Force is credited to 
various changed methods of handling 
service men. There is better personnel 
work and help in meeting fam ily prob­ 
lem s; better educational effort to teach 
the serviceman the obligations of his 
service; and, perhaps least important but 
necessary', 
stiffer penalties 
for 
these 
AWOL without adequate reason. 
There will always be the men w h o 
sim ply can’t take military life in any of 
its phases. But largely the boys who go 
AWOL for a few days have either som e­ 
thing serious worrying them, or m aybe 


just need a change of scenery. After all, 
it’s not easy for some to adjust to the dis­ 
ciplines of military life after a youth of 
freedom from restraint or proper home 
discipline; and in times of peace and in 
base or barracks, usually no serious harm 
results when a bored youngster just “goes 
fishing” for a few days, usually to end 
hankering to be back with the other lads 
in camp. 
A more understanding treatment of the 
AWOL group and the reasons for joining 
it has long been called for; but at the 
sam e lim e, it is necessary that those in 
military service learn as soon as possible, 
and the hard way if they are too difficult, 
that here is a duty of youth in a free 
country which calls 
for restraint 
and 
understanding on the part of the youth 
himself as well as on the part of military 
administration. 
Sometime every man has to learn that 
he must do things that he doesn't like to 
do. put up with conditions he wants noth­ 
ing of; that sometimes you have to “stay 
put” no matter how rough the going. If 
the military services have in truth found 
a way to drastic reduction in the number 
of hooky players, they have indeed ac­ 
complished something, not only for the 
services, but in training the young man 
for the future problems of life.

Writing in the Western Journal 
of Surgery Dr. Read explains this 
action. 
M uscles supplied by the sum- 
pathetic nervous system contract 
when a person experiences fear. 


Circular Fibers 
The circular fibers are the only 
m uscles of the uterus with a sym ­ 
pathetic nerve supply. Therefore, 
contraction of these muscles dur­ 
ing labor inhibits the natural ef­ 
forts of the longitudinal muscles 
to enlarge the cervix to expel ihe 
baby. 
This combination of pain and 
fear results in a vicous cycle. Ti e 
fear causes the pain and the pain 
intensifies the fear. This in tarn 
increases the tension. Use of an­ 
esthesia, luckily, permits us to 
interrupt this cycle. But we must
